{| The books comprised in the following 72 lots are mostly from the 
Libraries of Mrs. Thrale’s three daughters, Hester Maria, Susanna 
Arabella, and Sophia. It will be remembered that Hester (1762-1857), 
best known as Johnson’s ‘‘ Queenie ”—to whom, as a young girl, he 
was warmly attached, and to whom he addressed many charming 
letters—afterwards married George Keith Elphinstone, Viscount Keith. 
She was a woman of considerable intellectual attainments and it may 
be that the trend of her education by Dr. Johnson is shown in some 
of the books that bear her name. The second daughter, Susanna Ara- 
bella (1770-1858), must have formed a considerable library, for her name 
appears in the larger number of volumes, covering a wide field in 
English and Foreign Literature. The third daughter, Sophia (1777-1857), 
married Henry Meyrick Hoare, and many of her books bear her charming 
book-plate, on which it may be noted that her husband’s name is 
spelt *‘ Merrik.’’ It may beadded that the majority of the books are in 
the calf or half calf binding of the period.
